JOINT EESOLUTION proposing an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Michigan, by adding thereto a new 
Article, to stand as Article 19-a, entitled " Of Railroads.'' 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Michigan, That the following amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State be and the same is hereby proposed, to 
stand as Article 19-a, of said Constitution, and be entitled 
^^Of Eailroads:" 

ABTIGLE 19>A, RAILROADS. 

Section 1. The Legislature may, from time to iame, pass 
laws establishing reasonable maximum rates of charges for the 
transportation of passengers and freight on different railroads 
in this State, and shall prohibit running contracts between 
such railroad companies whereby discrimination is made in 
favor of either of such companies as against other companies 
owning connecting or intersecting lines of railroads. 
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Sec. 2. No railroad corporation shall consolidate its stock, 
property, or franchises, with any other railroad corporation 
owning a parallel or competing line ; and in no case shall any 
consolidation take place except upon public notice given of at 
least sixty days to all stockholders, in such manner as shall be 
provided by law. 

Sec. 3. The Legislature may provide by law for the payment 
by the counties, townships and municipalities of this State, of 
all bonds or other obligations heretofore issued or incun-ed in 
pursuance of acts of the Legislature, by such counties, town- 
ships, and municipalities severally, for and in aid of any rail- 
road company. Such bonds or obligations shall be paid by the 
county, township, or municipality issuing or incurring the 
same ; and in no event shall the State pay or become liable for 
any portion of such bonds or obligations. The Legislature 
shall submit to the electors of each of said several counties,, 
townships, and municipalities, for their decision, the question 
of payment, together with the mode and manner of the same. 

The aforesaid amendment shall be and is hereby submitted 
to the people of this State at the next general election to be 
holden on the Tuesday succeeding the first Monday in Novem- 
ber, eighteen hundred and seventy, as provided in section 
one, article twenty, of the Constitution ; and the Secretary of 
State is hereby required to give notice of the same to the sher- 
iffs of the several counties of this State, in the same manner 
that he is now required by law to do in the case of an election 
of Governor and Lieutenant Governor; and the inspectors 
of election in the several townships and cities of this State shall 
prepare a suitable box for the reception of ballots cast for and 
against such amendment. Each person voting at said elec- 
tion shall have written or printed on his ballot, the words : 
"For all the propositions on this ticket which are not 
canceled with ink or pencil, and against ajl which are aa 
canceled:" 

For Article 19-a, entitled "Of railroads." 
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For Section 1, authorizing Legislature to regulate passenger 
and freight charges on railroads. 

For Section 2, prohibiting consolidation of competing lines 
of railroads. 

For Section 3, authorizing the payment of bonds or obliga- 
tions heretofore issued. 

Each of said tickets shall be counted as a vote cast for each 
proposition thereon, not canceled with ink or pencil, and 
against each proposition so canceled. 

The ballots shall in all respects be canvassed, and returns 
be made as in elections of Governor and Lieutenant Governor*

It appearing to the board of supervisors that the application 
haa been made, and that notice thereof has been signed and

In compliance with the provisions of Joint Besolution No. 7,.. 
approved March 6, 1869,. it was determined on the 25th of 
6 
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March^ to purchase State Bonds to the amount of $300,000. 
Not being able to secure any considerable amount of the first 
maturing six per cent. Bonds of the State, the amount stated 
of War Loan Bonds was drawn on April 1st, for payment July 
1st, 1869, and on the 25th of September following, it was de- 
cided to retire the balance of the War Loan Bonds, amounting 
to $590,500. In pursuance of this decision, the Bonds were 
drawn on October 1st, for payment January 1st, 1870. Of the 
Bonds drawn for payment July 1st, there are still outstanding 
♦41,000 which have not been j)resented for payment Of the 
Bonds last drawn, $39,000 have been presented and paid, to- 
gether with the accrued interest. 

The Specific Tax due from the First National Bank of 
Owosso, amounting to five hundred dollars, which had been 
collected by the Sheriff of Shiawassee county, on a warrant 
issued by the Auditor General, was refunded to said Bank, the 
Supreme Court having decided the law levying the same (Act 
122, Laws of 1867) to be unconstitutional. Prior to this de- 
cision there had been paid into the treasury 13,265 by National 
Banks, leaving after the payment above mentioned, a balance 
of 12,765, as the amount of Specific Tax received from the 
National Banks during the fiscal year. 

The claim of the State against the Phoenix Bank of New 
York has been adjusted by the payment in September of 
$10,000, making with the payment of 128,772 04 in the year 
1865, a total of 138,772 04. The amount of the allowance to 
the Bank by the Board of State Auditors in December, 1854, 
was $35,603 74. 

The amount of the last outstanding Patriotic Loan Certifi- 
cate, issued in the spring of 1861, was paid in December last, 
the original certificate having been lost by its holder, of which 
satisfactory proof was furnished, and a bond filed, securing the 
State against its future presentation for payment 

Swamp Land Warrants have been issued on contracts ap- 
proved since the spring of 1867, and still unlocated, to the
